On Saturday, November 17, 2012, at approximately 1:00 pm, an unknown male entered the TD Bank located at
901 7th Street NW, Washington, DC. The subject passed a note to the bank teller demanding money. After
receiving money, he exited the bank and was last seen walking south on 7th Street, NW. The subject is described
as a Black male, at least 50 years old, 5’10” and 170 pounds.
